(2)  Laboratory  Services 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Services  in  Manchester  are  provided  free 
of  charge  to  the  Northwich  Urban  District  Council,  and  proved  adequate 
during  the  year.  Details  of  the  samples  taken  are  given  later  in  this 
report . 

(3)  Environmental  Services 

Details  of  other  Services,  e.g.  Public  Health  and  Housing  Inspections, 
Food  Examination , -  etc . ,  etc.,  provided  by  the  Northwich  Urban  District 
Council  are  recorded  later  in  this  report. 


(B)  HOSPITAL  SERVICES 


(i)  Infectious  Diseases 

Admission  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  are  now  spread  over  the 
following  hospitals:  Warrington  Isolation  Hospital,  Monsal  Fever  Hospital,

Crewe  Isolation  Hospital  and  Macclesfield  Hospital*  To  which  hospital 
our  cases  go  depends  largely  upon  the  preference  of  the  patient’s  doctor 
and,  of  course,  on  the  availability  of  hospital  beds. 

(ii)  General  Hospital  Services 

The  need  for  better  hospital  services  to  serve  the  Mid-Cheshire  area 
as  a  whole  still  remains  urgent.  Probably  the  increasing  mileage 
covered  by  the  local  Mid-Cheshire  Ambulance  Service,  on  roads  becoming 
more  and  more  congested,  provides  the  best  evidence  of  this  need. 

It  seems  it  is  now  left  to  the  Joint  Mid-Cheshire  Hospital  Committee 
to  continue  to  press  their  case  in  the  hope  that  some  real  headway  may  be 
made . 


(C)  Provided  by  the  County  Council 

The  Cheshire  County  Council  have  officers  discharging  duties  in  the 
Northwich  Urban  area  under  the  following  services 

School  Medical,  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  including  Milk  Food 
Sales,  Tuberculosis,  School  Dental,  Health  Visiting,  Weights  and  Measures 
Inspection,  Specialist  Services,  e.g.,  Orthopaedic,  Ophthalmic, 

Chiropody,  Paediatric,  Home  and  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Services,  Speech 
Therapy,  Residential  and  Temporary  Accommodation,  under  the  County  Welfare 
Services,  etc.,  etc. 

In  addition  the  Mid-Cheshire  Divisional  Health  Committee  (under  the 
auspices  of  the  County  Council)  provided  the  following  services :- 

(a)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  Schemes

,  Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

Satisfactory  headway  has  been  made  in  the  Urban  District  under 
the  "Polio”  Vaccination  Scheme  and  many  sessions  have  been  held 
throughout  the  district  at  the  Clinics , Doctors 1  Surgeries  and  Works ' 
Surgeries,  etc. 

(b)  Sitting  Case  Car  and  Ambulance  Service 

The  service  in  the  area  continued  to  deal  with  patients  expeditiously 
though  the  increasing  congestion  of  the  roads  and  inevitable  delays  at 
the  bigger  hospitals  does  from  time  to  time  upset  the  daily  timetables 
of  our  vehicles  however  carefully  prepared.  From  1st  December,  i960, 
the  County  Health  Committee  will  take  over  operational  and  administrative 
control  of  the  service.  This  has  been  brought  about  by  the  institution 
of  the  radio  call-out  scheme. 

(c)  Prevention  of  Illness  -  Care  and  After  Care 

The  call  for  bigger  items  of  after-care  equipment,  e.g.  wheel-chairs, 
hydraulic  hoists,  etc.,  continues  to  increase  year  by  year. 

(d)  Domestic  Help  Service 

This  service  continues  to  expand  and  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  best 
means  whereby  the  older  people  can  remain  longer  in  their  own  home 
surroundings.  Institutional  accommodation,  however  excellent,  is  for 
most  elderly  people  but  a  poor  substitute  for  their  own  homes. 
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SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  services  are  under  the  control  of  the  Mid  and  South  East 
Cheshire  Water  Board. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  the  Water  Board  submitted  to  me  for 
information  29  copies  of  the  Analyst fs  reports  of  samples  of  water  taken 
in  the  Northwich  Urban  District,  all  of  which  were  reported  upon 
satisfactorily . 

In  addition,  8  samples  taken  by  the  Health  Department  and  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination,  were 
also  reported  upon  satisfactorily. 

SWIMMING  BATHS 

The  total  number  of  bathers  using  the  brine  baths  during  i960  was 
88,253,  a  decrease  of  3^685  on  last  year's  figure.  This  figure  includes 
members  of  the  public,  organised  parties  of  school  children  and  swimming 
clubs .

Laboratory  reports  on  the  swimming  bath  water  taken  during  the  year 
were  quite  satisfactory. 

The  Surveyor,  Mr.  J.  R.  W.  Clarke,  reports 
"CHILDREN'S  PADDLING  POOL 

No  alterations.  The  normal  treatment  with  sodium  hypochlorite  and 
bleaching  powder  he,s  continued. 

DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

‘No  major  progress  in  the  resewerage  of  the  town  has  taken  place 
during  the  year.  A  new  sewer  was  laid  in  Castle  Street  during  the 
reconstruction  and  lifting  of  this  length  of  road. 

The  sludge  drying  beds  at  the  Wallerscote  Sewage  Disposal  Works  have 
been  refilled  and  lifted  to  prevent  water  ponding  and  filter  arms  have  been 
renewed .

FLOODING 

There  was  no  major  flooding  in  Northwich  in  i960.  Castle  Street 
was  lifted  above  normal  river  flood  level  and  the  buildings  adjoining  also 
lifted  to  conform.  This  should  prevent  flooding  of  the  length  of  road  in 
all  but  major  floods. 
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STREET  CLEANSING 


There  is  no  change  on  last  year's  report;  there  are  now  140  litter 
bins  in  position  throughout  the  district. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  Lock  Street  Convenience  was  dismantled  and  re-erected  adjoining 
the  Wheatsheaf  Hotel  in  Castle  Street. 

NEW  AMBULANCE  DEPOT 

The  Council  have  agreed  to  the  sale  of  land  on  Leftwich  Estate  to 
the  County  Council  for  a  new  Ambulance  Depot. 

HARTFORD  HILL 

No  plans  have  yet  been  received  from  the  County  Council  for  new 
Training  Centres  to  be  erected. 

TOWN  CENTRE  REDEVELOPMENT 

Proposals  are  still  under  discussion  and  should  be  available  for 
inspection  in  1961.  Land  is  being  acquired  and  a  Clearance  Area  and 
Compulsory  Purchase  Area  was  made  for  dwellings  in  Timber  Lane,  John 
Street  and  Chesterway. 

NEW  INDUSTRY 

I.C.I.  (Alkali)  Ltd.  completed  the  erection  of  their  new  offices  off 
Moss  Road  in  i960. 

Two  small  industrial  buildings  were  constructed  in  Old  Warrington 

Road . 

MEMORIAL  HALL 

This  Hall  was  opened  on  1st  June  i960  and  is  now  fully  used  as  a 
centre  for  all  kinds  of  recreational  and  other  activities. 

STREET  LIGHTING 

The  majority  of  the  street  lights  within  the  district  were  converted 
to  electricity  in  i960,  and  only  a  few  have  yet  to  be  converted. 

POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS 

No  complaint  of  major  pollution  with  the  Northwich  Urban  District 
was  received  from  the  Rivers  Board  during  the  year.  M

Mr.  Baines ,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  reports :- 
nCLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  of  the  8  pail  closets  reported  last 
year  4  have  been  abolished. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

There  is  little  change  in  this  service;  difficulties  have  existed 
owing  to  lack  of  suitable  labour  and  it  is  likely  that  in  the  next  twelve 

months  consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  the  replacement  of  one  of 

the  existing  vehicles  with  a  more  up-to-date  type  which  will  lead  to 
improvement  in  the  service  generally. 

DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 

Tipping  continued  during  the  year  in  the  Verdin  Park  area  and 
satisfactory  progress  has  been  made.  The  amount  of  park  area  which  will 

be  available  after  the  completion  of  tipping  will  be  increased  by  at 

least  50%.  Planning  permission  was  obtained  to  fill  in  the  existing 
roadway  into  the  Park,  thereby  linking  the  Park  proper  with  the  area 
known  as  Castleton  Slopes.  An  alternative  entrance  will  be  provided  by 
way  of  a  paved  pathway  leading  from  the  steps  at  the  existing  entrance, 
and  access  for  the  Parks  vehicles  will  be  made  available  via  Queens gate 
and  the  new  tipping  area. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  existing  tipping  in  the  park  will  be 
completed  in  mid-196l  and  for  the  next  two  or  three  years  low  lying  land 
situated  in  Manchester  Road  will  be  used  to  bring  it  to  the  level  of  the 
main  road. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  waste  paper  has  again  been  highly 
satisfactory,  and  i960  proved  to  be  the  best  year  both  for  tonnage  and 
value.  Since  my  appointment  in  Northwich  in  1950  over  £25,000  has  been 
received  for  the  sale  of  waste  paper*

CANAL  BOATS 

During  the  year  the  registration  of  one  canal  boat  was  cancelled  and 
four  new  boats  were  registered.  There  is  now  a  total  of  96  boats 
registered  with  this  Authority. 

LICENSED  CARAVAN  SITES 

There  are  no  sites  licensed  in  the  district,  and  although  from  time 
to  time  hawkers  and  gypsy  caravans  have  parked  in  the  district  during 
the  year  no  real  trouble  has  been  experienced. 

RAG,  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLINGS  ACT,  1951 

There  is  no  change  to  report. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

There  is  no  change  to  report . 

DISINFESTATION  OF  PREMISES 

This  work  continues  as  a  routine  service  but  it  is  obvious  that  many 
people  do  not  attempt  to  help  themselves  over  minor  infestations, 
particularly  in  such  cases  as  ants,  consequently  there  is  a  danger  that 
some  of  the  more  essential  services  may  have  to  be  discontinued. 
Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  at  the  latter  part  of  the  year  due 
to  lack  of  suitable  staff  to  carry  out  this  work.  59  premises  were 
disinfested  during  the  year. 

CHESHIRE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  ACT,  1955 

During  the  year  there  have  been  further  changes  in  the  registrations 
and  cancellations  of  Hairdressers  and  Barbers  premises,  but  the  final 
number  registered  with  this  Authority  is  still  59* 
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16  visits  were  made  to  hairdressers  during  the  year,  and  until  more 
staff  is  available  there  is  no  likelihood  of  any  regular  routine  visits 
being  made. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956 

The  details  from  the  three  sites  will  be  found  in  the  Appendix. 
Although  from  time  to  time  informal  action  has  been  taken  against  British 
Railways  and  two  or  three  local  firms  in  connection  with  smoke  and  grit 
from  chimneys,  any  really  extensive  work  in  connection  with  Clean  Air  will 
need  much  more  time  being  given  to  it  than  is  at  present  possible. 

PUBLIC  MORTUARY 

As  has  been  stated  in  previous  years,  the  facilities  at  the  mortuary 
are  excellent.  The  fact  that  little  is  heard  of  this  service  can  be 
regarded  as  an  indication  of  the  quiet,  efficient  service  which  is  now 
available  to  the  Town. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  treatment  for  rats  and  mice  was  carried  out  at  155  premises 
during  the  year. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  now  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  district . 

NUISANCE  FROM  PIGEONS 

There  have  been  no  real  nuisances  from  pigeons  during  the  year. 
FACTORIES  ACT,  1957 

It  is  still  not  possible  to  carry  out  routine  inspections  of  factories 
under  the  above  Act.  This  again  is  one  of  the  duties  which  suffers  as  a 
result  of  shortage  of  staff.  However,  as  stated  in  a  previous  year’s 
report,  some  cover  is  given  by  the  inspections  which  are  carried  out  by 
H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  and  the  co-operation  which  exists  between  this 
service  and  the  Health  Department. 

STAFF 


Although  as  reported  in  previous  years  that  the  existing  staff  is 
insufficient,  the  position  further  deteriorated  when  the  Pupil 
Public  Health  Inspector  left  during  the  year  for  another  appointment,  and 
this  meant  many  small  duties  either  had  to  be  done  by  a  qualified  Inspector 
or  had  to  be  left  undone.  A  further  loss  to  the  Department  was  the  death 
of  the  foreman  after  a  short  illness.  Although  nominally  the  foreman  of 
the  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  Service,  he  did  carry  out  many  duties  which 
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relieved  the  Inspectors  and  he  was  regarded  in  the  Department  as  a  most 
capable,  though  unqualified  Inspector,  capable  of  carrying  out  many  duties.

HOUSING 

PROVISION  OF  NEW  HOUSES 

The  Surveyor  reports  as  follows:- 

"37  houses  were  constructed  during  i960,  25  on  the  London  Road  site 
and  12  on  the  Shipbrook  Road  site,  and  13  houses  were  erected  by  private 
enterprise  within  the  Urban  District. 

During  the  year  contracts  were  'let'  for  the  erection  of  a  further  34 
houses  at  Malpas  Road  and  4  flats  in  Forest  Street,  and  the  contract  for 
the  erection  of  a  further  32  houses  on  Shipbrook  Road  is  proceeding. 

Application  was  made  by  the  Northwich  Urban  District  Council  during 
the  year  for  the  use  of  72  acres  of  land  at  Thorn  Farm  for  housing. 

Approval  to  this  use  was  given  in  February  1961,  following  a  Public  Inquiry. 


Other  sites  to  be  developed  for  housing  within  the  Urban  District  are 
Old  Vicarage  site,  Spencer  Street,  Clifton  Drive  and  land  to  the  West  of 
London  Road.  The  Council  are  considering  the  redevelopment  of  areas 
where  property  is  approaching  the  end  of  its  useful  life,  i.e.  Castle  area, 
Paradise  Street  area,  and  London  Road  area  opposite  Weaver  Hall,  but  no 
decisions  have  yet  been  reached."

The  number  of  unfit  houses  dealt  with  during  the  year  was  37,  'l 8  of 
which  were  subject  to  Closing  Orders  and  19  to  Demolition  Orders.

With  the  exception  of  Moretons  Place  the  other  areas  were  subsequently 
dealt  with  as  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders,  and  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  one 
Public  Inquiry  had  been  held  on  the  Timber  Lane  and  the  John  Street  and 
Chesterway  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders.  The  Moretons  Place  Clearance  Area 
was  confirmed  in  i960.  These  areas  were  the  first  taken  by  this  Authority 
and  the  number  of  houses  involved  is  59* 
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An  increased  number  of  inspections  was  necessary  in  connection  with 
both  types  of  Improvement  Grants  and  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  have 
repairs  carried  out.  The  position  with  regard  to  the  improvement  of 
sub-standard  houses  remains  the  same,  and  it  is  difficult  to  know,  having 
regard  to  all  existing  circumstances  how  real  progress,  in  this  sphere 
of  housing,  can  be  achieved. 

There  was  only  one  application  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  under 
the  Rent  Act,  1957*  It  is  evident  that  either  the  tenants  are  not 
availing  themselves  of  their  rights  to  have  repairs  carried  out  under  the 
Act,  or  that  landlords  fearing  the  amount  of  repair  work  to  be  carried 
out  are  themselves  not  attempting  to  obtain  the  increased  rent  they  are 
entitled  to. 

During  the  year  20  Discretionary  Improvement  Grants  were  made  to  a 
total  value  of  £3,479*  2.  9 • ,  and  21  Standard  Improvement  Grants  were 
made,  the  value  of  which  was  £2,060.  8.  0. 
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SECTION  E 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


(a)  MILK  SUPPLY 

The  milk  supply  of  Northwich  is  of  such  a  high  standard  that  there 
is  little  one  can  say  about  this  important  food  supply.  It  is  only  by 
comparison  with  the  past  that  the  present  high  standard  can  be  appreciated. 
Probably  the  next  outstanding  step  for  any  improvement  in  this  sphere  is 
the  provision  of  non-returnable  cartons  instead  of  the  existing  milk 
bottles.  Apparently  it  is  a  matter  of  costs  which  prevent  this  desirable 
step  being  taken  on  the  part  of  the  milk  trade. 

(b)  MILK  SAMPLING 

There  was  a  considerable  fall  in  the  number  of  milk  samples  taken  during 
the  year.  This  was  due  to  the  further  deterioration  of  the  staffing 
position  in  the  Health  Department .

FOOD  INSPECTION 

Whilst  food  inspection  is  carried  out  from  time  to  time,  no  routine 
work  can  be  attempted  at  the  present  time.  The  system  for  the 
condemnation  of  unsound  food  is  one  whereby  the  shopkeeper  informs  the 
Health  Department  and  certificates  are  issued  in  respect  of  the  voluntary 
surrender  of  the  food. 

Regular  inspections  are,  however,  carried  out  at  the  Market  Hall, 
and  although  many  difficulties  exist,  in  view  of  the  condition  of  the  Hall 
itself  and  its  future  re-organisation , • no  real  exception  can  be  taken  to 
the  food  stalls  on  the  Market.  There  is  close  co-operation  between  the 
Market  Superintendent  and  the  Health  Department,  and  he  invariably 
consults  the  Inspectors  in  the  letting  of  food  stalls. 

MEAT  INSPECTION 

In  connection  with  meat  inspection  every  attempt  is  made  to  maintain 
100%  meat  inspection,  and  although  it  is  difficult  and  inconvenient  for 
this  to  be  done,  it  has  been  possible  to  maintain  this  standard  of  meat 
inspection  at  Northwich.  There  are  now  only  three  slaughterhouses 
licensed  in  this  district,  but  they  are  in  very  good  condition,  and  the 
quality  of  meat  slaughtered  in  Northwich  is  extremely  high.  The  reduction 
in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  is  as  a  result  of  the  closing  down 
of  a  slaughterhouse,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  the  amount  of  meat  condemned 
is  extremely  low.  It  is  not  possible  to  have  meat  slaughtered  so  that 
inspections  can  be  carried  out  during  office  hours,  but  this  is  readily 
understandable  to  anyone  who  is  aware  of  all  the  difficulties  experienced 
in  this  particular  trade. 

CONDEMNATION  OF  MEAT 

The  meat  condemned  at  slaughterhouses  is  disposed  of  by  the  retailers 
to  reputable  firms  who  process  this  condemned  meat  for  fertilisers,  etc. 

The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  was  2  tons  6  cwts  3  qrs.  24  lbs.

The  14  bakehouses  in  the  district  are  satisfactory.  Undoubtedly 
as  stated  last  year,  the  small  private  bakehouse  is  gradually  being 
forced  out  of  business  by  the  larger  firms.

3.  B.C.G.  PROTECTION  AGAINST  TUBERCULOSIS 


In  addition  to  the  B.C.G.  protection  against  tuberculosis  as  carried 
out  at  the  local  Chest  Clinic  on  actual  contacts  to  cases  of  tuberculosis 
and  the  vaccination  of  new-born  babies  at  the  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester, 
the  parents  of  school  children  of  the  12-13  years  age  group  in  the  area  are 
still  being  offered  this  new  form  of  protective  treatment.

nComments  : 

1 )  The  figures  for  the  present  survey  show  very  little  change 
from  the  1955  visit.  The  total  number  (5,800)  examined 
is  slightly  more  and  there  has  been  a  variation  in  the 
proportion  of  General  Public  to  Factories/Offices  Group. 

2)  Only  five  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  requiring  treat¬ 
ment  were  found,  compared  with  six  in  1955*  This  extremely 

low  incidence  rate  of  .8  per  1 ,000  examined  was  noted  on  the 
last  visit  and  may  reflect  the  regular  X-Ray  examination  of 
the  majority  of  workers  in  I.C.I.  Ltd. 

3)  Forty-five  other  abnormalities  were  found  including  one 
malignant  neoplasm  and  eight  cardiac  abnormalities. 

All  the  abnormal  cases  were  referred  to  their  own  doctors, 
the  majority  for  further  investigation  at  the  Chest  Clinic 
or  Hospital.” 

5.  CHILDREN’S  SUMMER  CAMP 

In  connection  with  a  Holiday  Camp  sponsored  by  a  local  industry 
the  medical  inspection  of  some  64  Northwich  Urban  school  children  was 
arranged  prior  to  their  departure  to  a  North  Wales  Camp  from  3rd  June 
to  10th  June,  i960.
